DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment dated 05/27/2008 has been received and entered. Claims 6 and 
20-25 are pending in the application 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 03/20/2008 and 05/13/2008 was 
filed and being considered by the examiner. 

Claims 6 and 20-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a 
method for fabricating a liquid crystal display comprising a combination of various steps as 
claimed more specifically the step of patterning the color filter material by using a mask having a 
transparent pattern, a semitransparent pattern and an opaque pattern, wherein the semitransparent 
pattern is used for forming the peripheral portion of each color filter and the width of the 
semitransparent pattern is less than that of the black matrix as set forth in claim 6.
